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'Reagan likely

Some 73 senators have co- 
sponsored a resolution circulated by 
Democratic Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts and Republi- 
can John Heinz of Pennsylvania 
opposing any sales to Jordan until it 
enters into direct peace negotiations 
with Israel. 

A similar amendment was in- 
cluded in the recently passed 
] foreign-aid legislation signed into 
law by Reagan.

Capital bomb inflames crowd 


There were no .casualties in a ter- 
rorist blast near Jerusalem’s Mahane 
Yehuda market . on Friday, but 
police had to use force to disperse an 
angry crowd after the explosion. 

The bomb went off on Agrippas 
Street at 1Z30 p.m. - a time when 
the market is full of shoppers. With- 
in. inmates, police. Border Police 
and Magen David Adorn personnel 
arrived on the scene. 

Members of the Kach movement 
incited the crowd, shouting “Death 
to Terrorists” and “Kahane, 
Kahane”. The turmoil went on for 
about half an hour. 


Explosives experts from national 
police headquarters collected frag- 
ments from the bomb, apparently 
improvised in a length of pipe. 

Twenty suspects were arrested. 

In Tunis last night, the PLO took 
responsibility for die bomb. 

The incident took place at the end 
of a week which also saw two other 
terrorist attacks in the capital - a 
blast at a bus stop in Gilo and the 
stabbing of Rabbi Moshe Prag at the 
Damascus Gate. 

Police have urged the public to be 
alert and to report immediately any 
suspicious object. (Trim) 


Reagan, Shultz said wary 
of Murphy-Palestinian talks 


WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
George Shultz were said yesterday 
by senior aides to be having “second 
thoughts” about endorsing a plan by 
Assistant Secretary Richard Murphy 
to meet with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation that would 
include a member of the PLO. 

Administration officials said 
Reagan and Shultz appeared to be 
backing away from the Murphy 
proposals following the controversy 
which has erupted in recent days 
over die issue. The Americans dis- 
cussed die proposals in some detail 
last week. 

Israeli officials have complained 
to Washington about Murphy’s re- 
ported suggestion th'at Nabil 
Sha’ath, a former PLO observer at 
the UN and a close adviser to Yasser 
Arafat, participate in the joint de- 
legation. Murphy has been pressing 
to return to the Middle East this 
month. 

Shultz tried Friday to assure 
Israeli officials, including visiting Fi- 
nance Minister Modal, that there 
had been no 'change hi U.S. policy 
toward the PLO. 

Later inthe day, Shultz told repor- 
ters, “Our conditions for talking 
with the PLO remain as they bave^ 
been for many years.” Those condi- 
tions include PLO acceptance of UN 
Security Council resolutions 242 and 
338, as well as acceptance of Israel’s 
right to exist. 

But Israeli officials said they were 
not convinced. Moda'i told Israeli 
reporters that he was leaving 
Washington with the impression that 
there had been a dear- “deteriora- 


tion” of the U.S. position on the 
issue. 

Shultz insisted that the U.S. would 
not deal with “those who perpetuate 
violence” in' the Middle East. He 
warned that those who want to par- 
ticipate in peace efforts must cease 
terrorism. 

Israeli and U.S. offidals said a 
split is developing over the position 
taken by some in the administration 
that a Palestinian who is a “man of 
good will” and not a terrorist should 
be permitted to participate in the 
talks, even though he may have ties 
to the PLO. This would supposedly 
include Sha’ath. whom the Amer- 
icans consider a moderate. 

During the summer, the U.S. and 
Israel were divided over whether 
membership in the Palestine Nation- 
al Council (PNC) meant automatic 
PLO affiliation; Israel argued yes, 
while the U.S. said no. 

Meanwhile, there was continuing 
evidence that Arafat is planning to 
attend this year’s UN General 
Assembly. Vice President George 
Bush recently told a friend there^is a 
possibility that Arafat might use the 
occasion to “utter the magic words” 
- a reference to reports that he is. 
ready to accept resolution 242. 

Arafat meets Hussein 

AMMAN (AP). - PLO Chai r man 
Yasser Arafat arrived in Jordan 
yesterday and met King Hussein, 
state-run Radio Jordan reported. 

The radio said the two discussed 
developments in rite Arab and 
Pales tinian situations and in their 
joint effort for a settlement with 
Israel. 


Peres: Prices, 
shekel stable 
until April

Prime Minister Peres has assured 
the public that prices and tile ex- 
change rate of the shekel would 
remain stable “at least until next 
April,” as pillars of the govern- 
ment’s economic plan. 

The statement followed Peres’s 
meeting on Friday with the commit- 
tee set up to monitor the progress of 
the economic plan. In a radio inter- 
view broadcast yesterday. Finance 
Minister Moda'i’ oiced a similar 
prognosis. 

Noting that the recent creep of the 
dollar exchange rate to over IS 1,500 
had created widespread nervous- 
ness, Peres said that from now on the 
Bank of Israel would not permit the 
rate to fluctuate more than one 
shekel above or below the 151,500 
level. Originally, he said, the bank 
had been given more leeway to raise 
or I^wer the rate by 2 per cent, but 
that is now being restricted - “unless 
there are unexpected develop- 
ments,” he said. 

As for the foreign-currency re- 
serves, Peres was told at the meeting 
that this will not represent a problem 
in the coming months, due to the 
cash absorbed from the pubic in July 
and the $750 million injection of 
American aid- (See Page 2.)

The security forces have step- 
ped up their presence in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip and are 
now capable of reacting any- 
where “within seconds,” a senior 
source in the administered terri- 
tories said last night. 

The increase in the number of 
soldiers and police follows increased 
terrorist attacks, the introduction of 
settler vigilante patrols and the 
appearance of Jewish counter- 
demonstrators organized by the 
Citizens Rights Movement. 

Defence Minister Rabin ordered 
the increased security and was deter- 
mined to prevent the armed settler 
patrols. However it was not clear 
whether the authorities intend to 
close the area whenever vigilante 
patrols appear. One military source 
said the army is likely to assign 
soldiers to every such group to make 
sure they do not use their weapons 
provocatively or act in any way sug- 
gesting they are carrying out legiti- 
mate “defence operations.” 

Troops in full combat gear were 
seen patrolling towns yesterday, and 
paratroopers, conspicuous in their 


red berets were in some West Bank 
towns. The troops are to concentrate 
on markets and other densely inha- 
bited areas, and the areas near re- 
fugee camps and sites where stones 
have been thrown at vehicles. 
“There will be soldiers all the lime in 
all the cities.” an Israel Defence 
Forces spokesman said last night. 

Patrols will be mobile, and the 
population is likely to feel their 
effect. Cars will be stopped at roadb- 
locks, and random checks elsewhere 
will be conducted along the roads. 

Curfews will be strictly enforced. 
Yesterday some people ventured out 
of their homes in the casba in Heb- 
ron, which has been under curfew 
since the murder of one soldier and 
the wounding of another last Tues- 
day. Later the curfew was lifted for 
two hours to allow the residents to 
buy food and other essentials. 

Security forces in Gaza arrested 
two men from Rafah on Friday who 
confessed to the stabbing of Beer- 
sheba driver Moshe Fitusi on Thurs- 
day. Several hours after their 
arrests, the IDF destroyed their 
rooms in their families' homes. One 
of the men had previously been 
jailed on security offences. 


Fitusi told reporters yesterday in 
the Soroko Hospital in Beersheba 
that after he was stabbed, he walked 
dripping blood along the street in 
Gaza, pleading with passe rshy to 
help him. He said that he walked for 
a long way before one local resident 
picked him up and drove him to a 
hospital in Gaza, where he was tre- 
ated. 

“Instructions have been issued to 
prevent all demonstrations by Jews, 
Arabs, rightists or leftists,” a milit- 
ary source said. “All measures will 
be' taken to disperse any demonstra- 
tion immediately," and these will 
include the use of rubber bullets, 
tear gas and water hoses. "The army 
will try to avoid using excessive 
force, but if there are signs it is losing 
control it will use all measures 
against anyone who demonstrates." 

However, the army source main- 
tained this was not an “iron-fist” 
policy because it did not call for 
collective punishment. The attitude 
was expressed also in a quote from 
Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy, saying the army will 
take care to enable the “continua-

Most wages to be frozen until April

The Histadrut has agreed to defer 
most of the wage increases due to 
large groups of public-sector work- 
ers until next April, but continues to 
differ with the Treasury over the 
increases due to workers in file 
lowest wage brackets. Meanwhile, 
the Treasury is planning legislation 
barring any retroactive compensa- 
tion for wage erosion. 

The narrowing of differences be- 
tween the Histadrut and the Treas- 
ury, which became apparent at a 
meeting on Friday, should allow for 
continued implementation of the 
government’s economic programme 
at least until next April . according to 
sources on both sides. 

' The talks were held by Deputy 
Finance Minister Adi Amorai and 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 


chief Haim Haberfeld. 

There seems to be agreement that 
increments due to engineers, 
teachers, social workers and others 
will be postponed until next spring. 
But allowances for telephone, car 
use and clothing may be partially 
unfrozen during this time. 

The heads of the two largest 
public-sector unions - Reuven Ben- 
Ami of the Civil Service Union and 
Eliahu Reiss of the Gerical Workers 
Union - said over the weekend that 
they would oppose any agreement 
that did not compensate workers in 
the lowest wage brackets. 

Treasury sources attributed the 
Histadiut’s willingness to comprom- 
ise to “massive pressure” put on it by 
the Labour Parly leadership. 

The Histadrut has consented that 
wage issues on which there is agree- 
ment with the government can be 


included in the proposed legislation 
on the wage-price freeze. 

The bill planned by the Treasury 
would prohibit any retroactive 
adjustment of wages, and would set 
the current eroded wage-levels as 
the baseline for negotiations after 
April, when new collective agree- 
ments will be hammered out. 
According to this rule, no compensa- 
tion for the wage erosion of the past 
month may be claimed in contracts 
to be negotiated after the current 
freeze. 

The legislation, which is .being 
drafted by Justice Ministry officials 
beginning today, is to be submitted 
to the Knesset this week after Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i returns from 
the U.S. 

This legislation will be the subject 
of a meeting of the Histadrut Execu- 
tive this morning.

Shultz: $750m, in aid 
to be given Israel now

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz has announced 
the immediate cash transfer of $750 
mill ion in emergency supplemental 
assistance for Israel. The secretary 
made the announcement following a 
meeting on Friday with visiting Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i. 

Israeli officials later said the out- 
right grant is expected to be depo- 
sited in Israeli bank accounts in New 
York later this week. 

The money was approved by Con- 
gress earlier this year and signed into 
law by President Reagan in August. 
Another S750m. in supplemental aid 
was also included In the legislation. 
That second instalment will be pro- 
vided to Israel next year. 

Announcing the accelerated cash 
transfer, Shultz praised Israel's most 
recent economic recovery measures 
and, in a meeting with Moda'i, 
seemed genuinely impressed by the 
efforts to ease the crisis. 

But during a briefing at the Israeli 
Embassy later, Moda'i conceded 
that the Americans were impatient 
for Israel to implement folly the 
announced reforms and budget cuts. 

The State Department, following 
the Sbultz-Moda’i meeting, also 
announced an accelerated transfer 
of emergency economic aid to 
Egypt, Jordan and Palestinians on 
the West Bank and Gaza. Thus, In 
addition to the S750m. for Israel, 
Egypt will receive $250m., Jordan 
$80 m. and $3m. will be provided for 
projects to assist Palestinians on the 
Wesr Bank and Gaza. 

Moda'i was pleased by the out- 
come of his discussions with Shultz 
and other senior administration offi- 
cials, including Vice President 
George Bush, Treasury Secretary 
James Baker and Under Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs Allen 
Wallis. 

The finance minister, who flew to 


Detroit over the weekend to address 
the national leadership convention 
of Israel Bonds, said Shultz’s tone 
“was very encouraging." 

During the meeting with Baker, 
Moda’i raised the matter of a prop- 
osed change in the U.S. tax law 
which would undercut the sale of 
Israel Bonds carrying a low 4 per 
cent annual interest rate. Under the 
proposed change, purchasers would 
have to pay income tax on 10 or 11 
per cent even without receiving that 
market-rate interest. 


Baker promised to work with 
Congress to see if some exemption 
could be passed for Israel Bonds. 

In addition to the $1-5 billion in 
emergency supplemental aid already 
approved for Israel - half of which is 
now being transferred - another $3b. 
in combined economic and military 
aid is still being considered by Con- 
gress as pan of the regular 1986 fiscal 
year foreign-aid bill. Of that sum, 
$1 .2b. is for economic grants and the 
remaining Sl-Sb. is for military 
grants. 

An authorization bill has already 
been passed, but the necessary 
appropriations measure is still pend- 
ing. Final passage is expected in the 
coming weeks. ‘ 

Once those funds are disbursed, 
Moda’i said, Israel’s foreign- 
currency reserve status will be signi- 
ficantly improved. Indeed, Moda'i 
added, the infusion of the $750m. 
this week will represent an impor- 
tant boost in its own right. 

Moda'i said Israel is seeking the 
same S1.2b. in economic grants in 
the 1987 fiscal year budget, which 
the administration would have to 
submit to Congress early next year. 
The administration is said to have 
reached an agreement with Israel to 
increase military grants to $1.9b. in 
the 1987 programme. Israel had 
sought some $2 .2b. in its initial re- 
quest.

Exceptions proposed to ban 
on Israeli-PLO contacts

The Justice Ministry Friday sent 
Prime Minis ter Peres a revised draft 
of the amendment making meetings 
with PLO representatives by Israelis 
an offence punishable by three years 
imprisonment. 

The first reading of the amend- 
ment to the Prevention of Terrorism 
Ordinance is due tomorrow at a 
special Knesset session. The revi- 
sions, making exceptions to the 
general ban, would be inserted in the 
committee stage before the second 
reading if the Alignment and the 


Likud agree. 

The exceptions would include 
meetings between relatives, meet- 
ings by parents wbose sons are held 
captive by the PLO, attendance by 
journalists at PLO press conferences 
for world media, and participation in 
academic or scientific symposia 
attended by PLO members. 

The items which Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim put into the draft of 
the amendment were suggested ear- 
ly last week by Energy Minister 
Moshe Shahal when the two met on 
the issue with Peres and Com- 
munications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein. 


Photographer, taxi driver 
attacked by ultra-Orthodox 


A photographer and a taxi driver 
were assaulted by a crowd of ultra- 
Orthodox residents of Jerusalem’s 
~Mca She'arinr .neighbourhood Fri- 
day afternoon when the photo- 
grapher slapped a .stone-throwing 
youth and then tried to escape the 
angry crowd by taking refuge in the 
taxi. 

Gal Friedman, 25, said he was 
taking pictures in the neighbour- 
hood of preparations for the holi- 
days when a youth hit him with a 
stone. Friedman caught the boy and 
slapped him, and was immediately 
set upon by dozens of people. 

He ran toward “Shabbat Square,” 
where taxi driver Shemtov Shemtov 
was waiting for the traffic light ;o 
change. Shemtov is the head of the 
Jerusalem Taxi Drivers Association. 


Shemtov called to Friedman to get 
into the taxi, and when the photo- 
grapher did so the crowd surrounded 
die vehicle and smashed' the .front 
and rear windows. Someone .then 
sprayed tear gas into Shemtov’s face. 

Shemtov and Friedman finally 
succeeded in fleeing on foot from 
Mea She’arim. They notified police, 
but they were too busy coping with 
the aftermath of the Mahane Yehu- 
da explosion to deal at once with the 
assault. The two men were treated at 
Hadassah-Ein Kerem. 

Later they filed a complaint. 

"I can’t believe Jews could do this 
to me," Shemtov said. 

Both he and Friedman stressed 
that several ultra-Orthodox tried to 
reason with toe crowd to let them go, 
but to no avail.

Blacks, troops dash 
at Cape Town funeral

CAPE TOWN. - At least one black 
ma n was killed yesterday when 
thousands of mourners clashed 
violently with troops and police after 
burying U victims of the unrest near 
Cape Town, a police spokesman 
said. 

He said toe victim was hit by 
police shotgun fire when he tried to 
hurl a petrol bomb at a police vehicle 
in Guguletu township, near here, 
after the funeral. 
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Large contingents of the security he had urgently sought permission 
forces in armoured cars which had for a fam ily visit and an independent 
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ringed toe township fired shotguns, 
rubber bullets and tear-gas at toe 
rioters, who had been among some 
10,000 people to attend toe funeral. 

The spokesman said rioting sub- 
sided later and police were with- 
drawing contingents from the tense 
township, where three houses had 
been set ablaze. 

Elsewhere, two white men whose 
car stalled in a mixed-race township 
opened fire on a stick-wielding mob 
of attackers, killing one man, and 
arsonists heaved a petrol bomb into 
an empty white school, police said 
yesterday. * 

Wails and angry shouts gwept the 
crowd at Guguleto when the tiny 
casket of Ayanda Limekaya, a two- 
month-old girl, was lifted among toe 
other 10. Her family said she suffo- 
cated in a blast of tear-gas on August 
28 when the rioting first flared in 
Gugeletu.

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Computers help tomato growers

TEL AVTV. - The free trade agree- 
ment with the U.S. pins tough inter- 
national competition has forced 
tomato growers in the north to be- 
come more efficient. 

Growers in the north who use the 
Prt-Nir tomato and fruit processing 
plant have recently computerized 
the plant with the help of the Reiter 
Software System company. 

The plant exports over $8 million 
worth of processed tomato products, 
specializin g in tomatoes for pizza 
sauce and tomato soups bought by 
leading American and European 
manufacturers. 

Hagai Sheffer, the general mana- 
ger of Pri-Nir, said that the new 


software system gives information in 
real time, so that management 
knows every minute exactly where 
all the tomatoes are; what is happen- 
ing at the different production lines; 
how many tomatoes are still in the 
yard and have not yet been proces- 
sed; and most important, the tempo 
of the work on the production line. 

All this, according to Sheffer, is 
increasing the plant's productivity, 
improving quality and leading to 
savings projected to reach at least 75 
percent.

Penalties and bonuses to 
boost Rumanian production 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Communist 
Rumania, anxious about lagging 
production in key economic sectors, 
has set tough pay penalties for work- 
ers who fail to meet targets and 
bonuses for those who surpass them , 
the Roumanian news agency Ager- 
press said over the weekend. 

Under a new decree workers in 
the oil and mining industries and 
those working in production for ex- 
port can lose up to half their pay if 
they do not meet the planning 
targets, it said. 

If oil and mining workers produce 
more than the output planned, they 
can get pay bonuses ol up to 10% .

In export sectors, bonuses can be 
up to 20% for production beyond the 
targets. 

the decree was approved by the 
Council of State after a meeting of 
the Communist Party's policy- 
making Executive Political Commit- 
tee, chaired by President Nicolae 
Ceausescu, it said. 

The new measures win apply for 
the rest of this year starting from 
September 1, the agency said. The 
penalties and bonuses also apply to 
ministers and deputy prime minis- 
ters. 

Production target figures for 1984 
were unavailable, but western diplo- 
mats said Rumanian economic plans 
were often over- ambitious and 
almost impossible to fulfil . 

Rumania has posted impressive 
economic growth rates since the 
Communist takeover after World 
War Two, but it has often built heavy 
industry at the expense of fa nnin g. 

Misdirected investments also put 
Rumania heavily in debt. Over the 
last two years it slashed its foreign 
debt by oearly one quarter, to about 
8.5 billion by cutting imports and 
forcing exports, especially of food- 
stuffs.

Speculation may 
have caused lira 
collapse in July 

MILAN (Reuter). - Italian Treasury 
Minister Giovanni Goria recently 
raised the possibility that the lira's 
sudden collapse last July may have 
been the result of deliberate curren- 
cy speculation by the state oil com- 
pany, Eni. 

Extracts from a 38-page report 
drawn up by Goria at the request of 
Prime Minister Bettino Craxi analys- 
ing events leading up to the lira’s 
crash on July 19 were published by 
the Milan daily Coniere Della Sera. 

A spokeswoman for the treasury 
confirmed the accuracy of the re- 
port, which said that following the 
affair: “The image of our currency 
has certainly been, if only temporari- 
ly, damaged.” 

The lira lost nearly 18% of its 
value against the dollar in the course 
of a morning, forcing the closure of 
Italian foreign exchange markets af- 
ter Eni ignored Bank of Italy advice 
and placed an order for $125 millio n. 

Goria suggested that Eni may 
have insisted on going through with 
the order because it had advance 
knowledge of a decision taken the 
previous day by, the Bank of Italy. to 
devalue the lira within the European 
Monetary System, the mechanism 
Kinking most major West European 
currencies.

Nigeria keeps Opec guessing 


THE RECENT coup in Nigeria may 
foil the hopes of Saudi Arabia and 
warring Iraq and Iran for an increase 
in their oil revenues, according to 
Gulf oil industry sources. 

The new government in Lagos 
under Major-General Ibrahim 
Babangida, who assumed power as 
bead o state after the coup August 
27, has yet to spell out its oil policy. 

But analysts in the Gulf and else- 
where expect the new leaders will 
sbaiply increase oil output, which 
earns 90 per cent of Nigeria's re- 
venues. to solve severe economic 
problems. 

This could dash hopes of Saudi 
Arabia, the biggest producer in the 
13-nation Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), to raise output from an 
estimated two to 2.2 millioa barrels a 
day b.p.d. at present to nearer its 
4.35 million-barrel quota. 

The kingdom has long held output 
way below its quota in an almost 
single-handed bid to tighten supply 
and prop up prices, and seemed to be 
banking on an autumn upturn in the 
market to enable it to produce more, 
the Gulf industry sources said. 

“Nigeria may leave the Saudis 
little choice but to continue res- 
traint.*' said an industry source. 

Oil analysts in the U.S. estimate 
Nigerian output fell to one million 
b.p.d. in August from 1.7 million in 
February, apparently because of 
slack demand at official prices. But 
they forecast it could rise to possibly 
1.8 million b.p.d. by year's end. 

Under concessions already ack- 
nowledging its economic hardship. 
Nigeria has a deemed Opec quota of 
1.4 million barrels. 

SAUDI ARABIA, with capacity to 
produce over 10 million b.p.d. is 


pumping around its lowest level for 
20 years and far below the 3.85 
million b.p.d. on which its 1985-86 
budget is based. 

Britain's National Westminster 
Bank estimated in a study released 
last month that the kingdom would 
run up a current account deficit in 
1985 of S20 billion, the biggest out- 
side the U.S. 

The bank also estimated that 
Saudi Arabia had drawn down assets 
held abroad to $100 billion from 
S150 billion in fiscal 19S1-S2. 

A Saudi official quoted by the offi- 
cial Saudi 'press agency promptly 
dismissed the report as inaccurate. 
But Gulf diplomats say there is no 
denying the low level of oil output is 
hurting. 

Gulf sources also say Nigeria, 
known as an Opec maverick for its 
readiness in the past to openly defy- 
group price and production policy, 
could again decide to undercut Offi- 
cial prices to stimulate sales. 

An aggressive oil marketing policy 
by Nigeria, undermining prices, 
would be keenly felt by all Opec 
members. Iraq and Iran, needing 
fresh funds to finance their five-year- 
old war. could be particularly hard 
hit, industry sources said. 

IRAN, WHOSE main oil export 
terminal at Kharg Island has come 
under siege, is currently estimated to 
be producing up to 500.000 b.p.d 
below its quota of 2.4 million bar- 
rels. 

Gulf oil sources say Teheran is 
apparently considering beefing up its 
makeshift oil srorage capacity atSini 
Island in the southern Gulf, after 
recent Iraqi strikes on Kharg, to 
enable it to pump at higher rates and 
keep supplies flowing. 


It has been shuttling crude to Sim 
in chartered tankers since February 
to enable its buyers to load there out 
of range of Iraqi warplanes. 

But its ability to curb wide swings 
in monthly output may be limited. 
“A deep erosion of prices, on top of 
volatile export levels, would b 
keenly felt." a western diplomat 
says. 

Iraq meanwhile could face strong 
pressure to delay plans for a big 
increase in output designed to feed a 
major export build-up from Septem- 
ber. when a new 500.000 b.p.d. 
pipeline to the Saudi Red Sea port of 
Yanbu is scheduled to come on 
stream. 

Iraq has said it wants a rise in its 
Opec quota to around 1 .8 million, to 
make up for revenues lost since the 
gulf war stoned. 

Iraqi output has dwindled to a 
third of the 3.5 million b.p.d. it 
produced before its Gulf ports w en- 
closed by the war and since Syria, 
which supports Iran, shut a crude 
pipeline across its territory to the 
Mediterranean three yean. ago. 

Gulf sources say a new n2t> 
kilometre line from Zubair in South- 
ern Iraq to the Saudi cast-west pipe- 
line would be able to take 3im.«00 
b.p.d. by year’s end and 500.000 b\ 
February. 

Opec members are to meet in 
Vienna October 3 to discuss the 
thorny issue of quotas, considered 
the most serious problem facing the 
group. 

Although group output, at an esti- 
mated 14.5 million b.p.d. is well 
below the 16 million-barrel Opec 
ceiling, most members arc exceeding 
their limits, oil industry sources say.

Cyprus worried by drop in Arab tourists 


NICOSIA (Reuter). - The Cyprus 
government is trying to minimize the 
effects of a recent attack on Arab 
tourists by gangs of Cypriot youths, 
which businessmen fear may shar- 
pen an already steep decline in the 
number of Arab visitors. 

This year there were 436,426 tour- 
ist arrivals in July, a 3.5 per cent 
increase on the same period last 
year. But the figures can be mislead- 
ing, according to Aristos Aris- 
totelous, director of the Cyprus 
Hoteliers’ association. 

“It all depends on how you look at 
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them. Our aim is not to impress 
people with figures. We want to 
point out the problems," he said. 

He noted the island had suffered a 
big decline from the 31 per cent 
increase reached between 1983-84, 
and said tourism by Arabs, one of 
the most lucrative sectors of the 
industry, had recorded the worst 
losses. 

Of particular concern to Cypriot 
businessmen are thelingering effects 
of an incident on the night of August 
22 in the coastal city of Limassol. 

Dozens of Cypriot youths con- 
verged on sidewalk bars and res- 
taurants and attacked Arabic- 
speaking patrons at random. The 
violence caused some $6,000 in dam- 
age and. about a dozen people were 
taken to hospital with minor aits and 
bruises. 

“It was admittedly serious, but it 
was blown out of ail proportion.by 
the news media,” Aristotelous said. 

He said 30-50 Kuwaiti and Saudi 
tourists in Limass ol -left the island 


immediately after the attacks, 
apparently sparked by false news- 
paper reports that three Cypriot 
boys had been raped by a group of 
Lebanese men. 

President Spyros Kyprianou has 
now sent a ministerial delegation to 
tour the region and encourage Arabs 
to continue to visit Cyprus. 

Merchants in the area where the 
attacks occurred said that whereas 
thousands of tourists normally flock- 
ed there on summer nights,’ traffic 
was now reduced to a trickle. 

There have been no reported inci- 
dents of hooliganism since that night 
and police backed by a special para- 
military security unit now patrol the 
streets at night.

Grill liver for a few minutes. Cut 
onion into fine rings and cook in a 
little water in a frying pan until soft.

Add 
chicken fat or oil and soup powder, 
and season to taste. Stir and fry for a 
few minutes Serve hot. (Serves eight) 
Prime Hors D’ Oeuvre 
Unusual and exciting. Can also be 
used as a side dish. 

1 kilo prunes 
4-z cup sugar 

1 cup beef stock 

kilo onion, cut like match sticks 
300 gm. almonds, split 
Soak prunes in warm water about 
lVi hours. Halve the almonds cross- 
wise; blanch and fry until golden. Fry 
onions. Place soaked prunes in a 
saucepan with the sugar and stock.

Carp in Paprika Sauce Entree 

2 kilo carp 
2 tsp. salt 

V'4 tsp. pepper 

1 tsp. sugar

1 cup onions, finely chopped 

1 Vz tsp. paprika (not hot) 

4med. tomatoes 
250 gm. chopped green peppers 
Cut the carp into serving pieces 
and sprinkle with sugar, salt and 
pepper. Saut£ finely chopped onions 
in the margarine, sprinkle with pap- 
rika and dilute with a little water. 
Add the chopped tomatoes and 
green peppers and bring to the boil. 
Place the carp pieces in a lightly- 
greased baking dish and pour the 
sauce over them. 

Bake in a medium oven at 350°F

Jellied Fish 

1 kilo fish fillet, cooked and flaked 

2 packets un flavoured gelatine 
1 tbs. sugar

4 tbs. lemon juice 
l 1 * tbs. vinegar 

1 tsp. salt 

4 hard-boiled eggs 

2 tbs. chopped capers 

2 tbs. chopped pickled cucumbers 
Pour half the water into a small 
saucepan and, over a low flame, 
dissolve the gelatine in it while stir- 
ring continuously, about 5 minutes. 
Add sugar, lemon juice, vinegar, salt 
and remaining cold water and mix 
well. 

Pour a little of the liquid into a 
mould or bowl. When firm, arrange 
slices of hard-boiled eggs as a de- 
coration. Cover with more liquid. 
Chill remainder of liquid until slight- 


ly thicker than an unbeaten egg- 
white. 

Cook 1 kilo fish fillet with water 
just to cover, large sliced onion, 3 
bay leaves. 6 peppercorns, salt and 
peppc r to taste.

In the meantime, mix flaked fish, 
capers and cucumber, adding lightly 
the remaining egg slices. Mix fish 
mixture with slightly thickened gela- 
tine and pour into the mould. Chill. 
Unmould on lettuce-lined dish.

Perfection Salad 
1 cup cold water 
1 cup boiling water 

1 packet lemon jelly 

2 tbs. lemon juice or vinegar 
1 tsp. salt 

1 cup finely diced celery 

1 cup finely shredded cabbage 

2 tbs. finely chopped pimento 

■rt cup chopped sweet red pepper 
Pour boiling water over the jelly in 
bowl, stirring until jelly is dissolved. 
Stir in lemon juice, salt and cold 
water. Chill until slightly thickened 
but not set. Stir in remaining ingre- 
dients. Turn into a four-cup mould 
or 8 small individual moulds. Chill 
until firm. 

Uumould on serving plate and 
garnish with salad greens. If desired, 
serve with salad dressing. (Serves 
eight) 

Chef’s Salad 

Vz cup oil 
‘4 cup vinegar 
2 tbs. grated onion 
1 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
Vz tsp. salt 

14 tsp. freshly ground pepper 
4 cups green beans, cooked and cut

Cover with 
sliced bananas, then with diced pick- 
led cucumber, chopped dates and 
figs. 

Roll the meat and fasten with 
string. Coat lightly with oil. Wrap 
the meat in ahiminium foil.

Re- 
move from oven, take off the foil and 
leave to cool. Slice. 

Can be made a day before use and 
sliced before heating up. I prefer it 
cold.

Beef Wellington 

This delectable combination of 
tender beef and crusty pastry makes 
a truly festive dish for Rosh Hashana 
and will well reward you for ali the 
effort involved. 

1 Idler beef sirloin (sinta ) 
i25 gm. frestf mushrooms, sliced 
• It is desirable but not essential to 
marinate the beef. It is best done a 
day before cooking to enhance the 
flavour. 

Marinade: 

1 cup red dry wine 
Vz cup oil, preferably olive oil 
V& tsp. ground tarragon 
Vfe tsp. ground thyme 
1 bay leaf 
4 parsley stalks 

If fresh tarragon and thyme are 
available. 2 sprigs of each can be 
substituted for the ground herbs. 
Combine all ingredients in a jar with 
a well-fitting lid and shake to mix 
well. Pour over meat and allow it to 
marinate for several hours, turning 
occasionally. Keep bowl covered. 

For this dish. I strongly recom- 
mend Pate Brisee - an easy-to- 


prepare French dough that with- 
stands moisture, besides being deli- 
cious with meat. But if you are 
pressed for time, bought puff pastry 
can be used instead. 

Fate Brisee 

240 gm. (2 cups) plain flour 
3 tbs. (Vi cup) cold water 
250 gm. (1 cup) margarine 
1 tsp. salt 
1 lge. egg. 

Sift flour and salt onto a pastry 
board or slab. Make a well in the 
centre and work in the margarine, 
egg and water, gradually drawing in 
the flour. Knead until smooth, cover 
and chill for 4 hours. Keeps well in 
the fridge overnight. 

Remove beef from the marinade 
and drain well. Roll out the pastry on 
a well-floured board to a V* cm. 
thickness. Cut into a rectangle, wide 
enough to overlap the beef by 3 x /z 
cm. and long enough to cover the 
ends well. 

Place the rolled-out pastry care- 
fully over a shallow baking dish. 
Arrange half the sliced mushrooms 
lengthwise down the centre of the 
pastry, then place the beef over the 
mushrooms. Arrange the other half 
of the mushrooms over the beef. 

Lift one long side of the pastry 
over the beef and brush edge with 
cold water. Lift the opposite side 
’over top of the pastry and press 
gently to seal. Wet the ends and 
press together, sealing well. Trim off 
excess pastry at ends. Brush the 
pastry with the following glaze to 
give lustre to this exciting dish: 

Glaze Anglius 

Combine and beat well: 
legg 

1 tsp. oil. preferably olive oil 
Vl tsp. salt 
V* tsp. pepper 

Use a soft-bristled brush for glaz- 
ing the dough. Cut pastry trimmings 
into tiny rounds or diamonds and 
place them over seam on top of the 
pastry and brush with glaze. 

Bake in a preheated oven at 400°F 
(200°C) Mark 8 for 40 minutes for a 
medium rare beef. 50 minutes for 
medium done. (Serves eight) 
Marshmallow Whip 

A tasty dessert, made in a flash. 
250 gm. marshmallows 
Vz cup hot strong coffee 

1 cup parve whip 

2 tbs. icing sugar 

V4 tsp. vanilla essence 

Cut marshmallows into quarters 
and pour hot coffee over them. 
Chill. Add icing sugar and vanilla to 
the parve whip and whip up. Then 
fold in the marshmallow mixture and 
freeze until firm. (Serves six to eight) 
Fluffy Pineapple Whip 

A cinch to prepare. 

1 pkt. unflavoured gelatine 
Vi cup sugar

Cool slightly, then mix in the 
peach puree., 

Beat egg-whites until slut, then 
gradually beat in the sugar and con- 
tinue beating until whites are stifl 
again but not drv. Fold into gelatine 
mixture. Beat the whip and slowly 
add icing sugar, then vanilla essence. 
Fold into peach mixture. 

Pour into souffle dish and chill until 
firm. Only then arrange reserved 
slices of peach like a flower with a 
cherry in centre. Keeps well lor days 
in refrigerator.

2Vz cups cake flour 
Vt cups sugar 

3 tsp. baking powder

cup oil 

5 eggs, separated

Sift flour, sugar, baking powder 
and salt into large mixing bowl. 
Make a well and add oil. unbeaten 
egg-yolks, orange juice and orange 
rind (in that order). Beat in mixer on 
low speed until smooth. Add cream 
of tartar to egg-whiles and beat until 
stiff peaks are formed. 

Pour egg-yolk mixture over egg- 
whites and fold in just enough io 
combine. Turn into an ungreased 25 
cm. tube pan. Bake in a slow oven 
325T (160°C) Mark 3 for 55 mi- 
nutes. then at medium heat 35ifF 
(180°C) Mark 4 for another 10 to 15 
minutes longer. Invert pan over a 
bottle and let cake hang until thor- 
oughly cool before removing.

Honey at the Hilton 


EATING in the kitchen may sound 
rather plebeian, but when the Tel 
Aviv Hilton invites journalists to try 
out a few dishes in the hotel kitchen, 
you can be sure the chefs h-i e some- 
thing special in mind. 

This time it was a preview of their 
special Rosh Hashana menu, being 
served in the King Solomon Grill 
until ihe holiday.

While the ordinary home cook 
might find it hard to find tender 
pigeons, the Cornish hens sold in 
most supermarkets are an accept- 
able - if not quite so esoteric - 
alternative, and provide enough 
meat to make the dish a main course, 
rather than an intermediate one. For 
this reason I have also doubled the 


recipe, allowing one bird for each 
diner. 

Glazed Pigeon (or Cornish Hen) 

6 pigeons, or Cornish hens, cleaned 
and rinsed 

1 packet poultry sauce mix 
4 carrots, chopped 

2 onions, chopped 

1 lge. head celery, chopped 
1 lge. chopped leek 
4 bay leaves 
12 tbs. honey 


1 kilo pumpkin squash 
salt, white pepper to taste 
6 quails' eggs (optional) 

Spread the chopped vegetables 
over a baiting pan, arrange the fowls 
on them and roast in a medium-high 
oven until browned. Prepare the 
sauce mix according to directions 
and cook with some of the veget- 
ables for about 15 minutes. Strain 
and mix in half the honey. 

Meanwhile, cook the squash in 
salt water until it is soft. Slice and 


arrange on a heat-proof dish. Pour 
over a tittle honey and bake in a high 
oven until slightly glazed. 

Carve the fowls by detaching the 
thigh and slicing the breast. Serve 
flat on a plate covered with the 
sauce, with the squash alongside. 

Decorate with hard-boiled quails’ 
eggs if desired.

Mozambique smashes rebel centre

SIERRA DA GORONGOZA, 
Mozambique (AP). — M ozambican 
and Zimbabwean warplanes and pa- 
ratroopers have smashed the moon- 
tain headquarters of the Mozambi- 
que National Resistance (MNR) and 
killed hundreds of rebels, the semi- 
official Mozambique News Agency 
reported yesterday. 

The MNR, however, said th a t 
combined attacks by Mozambican 
and Zimbabwean troops against its 
base in the central Gorongoza region 
had been beaten back. 

“We have broken the back of the 
snake,” President Samora Machei 
told reporters after touring the ruins 
of Casa Banana, tfc® rebel’s nerve 


centre, on Thursday. 'The tail will 
stEO thrash around for a while.” 

The right-wing guerrillas were 
said to have suffered the blow in a 
five-hour air-and-ground attack Au- 
gust 28 on what was called their top 
command base. 

The joint forces, in a series of 
strikes mounted since July, ^teo des- 
troyed two other bases - the central 
regional command with its own 800- 
metre landing strip for anus and 
supplies in Mamca province, and a 
training camp 40 kilometres west of 
Casa Banana. 

The central command base was 
the launching pad for guerrilla 
attacks on powerfines, and the oil 


pipeline and railway linking the 
Mozambique port of Beira with 
landlocked Zimbabwe. 

The National Resistance was 
formed in 1977 by the white minority 
government in the British colony of 
Rhodesia to harass Mozambique’s 
Marxist rulers. 

The MNR said they were freeing 
over 20 foreign captives, including 
several Portuguese, two Italians, a 
Briton and an Trishtna n it said in a 
statement m Lisbon that it would 
release all the foreigners it was hold- 
ing, with the exception of two Soviet 
citizens, as a gesture of goodwill by 
MNR leader Afonso Dhlakama. 


New Zealand PM scoffs at 
French demand on prisoners 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). — New 
Zealand yesterday brushed aside as- 
“pompous " and ‘‘farcical” a French 
call that two secret agents charged 
with murder and sabotage in the 
Rainbow Warrior bombing must be 
treated in accordance wifi] interna- 
tional law. 

Prime Minister David Lange also 
rapped the French Embassy in Wel- 
lington for not yet visiting Capt. 
Dominique Prieor and Maj. Alain 
Mafait, both identified as French 
secret agents, who are being held in 
separate New Zealand jails. 

“Either they have run out of six 
cents for a phone call or the embassy 
does not want to have a bar of 
(anything to do with) them,” Lange 


French Polynesia to protest against 
French nuclear testing. 

The French demand was made 
Friday by the French External Rela- 
tions Ministry to New Zealand’s 
Paris embassy.

Ten die in three days as 
Guatemala hit by protests 


GUATEMALA CITY (AP). - 
Hundreds of riot police prevented 
demonstrators from bolding a rally 
to protest the worsening economy, 
as the Constituent Assembly met 
privately, foeffing rumours of immi- 
nent changes in the military govern- 
ment. 

However, Gen. Rodolfo Lobos 
Zamora, deputy chief of state, told 
reporters after the session Friday, 
“There's no change in the hierarchy 
of power.” 

Earlier Friday, four more people 
were reported lolled in violence dur- 
ing protests against military rule, 
raising the death toll to 10 in three 
days. 

General Rene Vidal, commander 
of the Santiago military zone, said 
that anyone “surprised in acts of 
vandalism, looting, sabotage and 
terrorism... will risk all the consequ- 
ences of any measures the author- 
ities feel obligated to take.” 

The warning, issued in writing and 
broadcast at midday, came as hospit- 


al authorities reported the death of a 
6-year-old boy shot in foe neck Fri- 
day morning while playing outside 
his home in Santiago. Radio Portales 
quoted neighbours as saying they 
believed the boy was strode by a 
bullet fired by policemen at a mob 
looting two nearby stores. ' 

Three other people were fatally 
shot Thursday night and six were 
killed Wednesday, police said. 

Hie assembly, charged with su- 
pervising a return to civilian rule in 
January, apparently b concerned 
over the protests and strikes that 
have rocked the capital most of the 
week. 

' A report circulating among local 
journalists said the assembly would 
demand that a ctvflian-tnffitairy junta 
replace the chief of state, Gen.

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Jail terms in 
zoo massacre case 

ADELAIDE, Australia (AP). - 
Two teenagers who disembowelled, 
bashed and stabbed 64 tame animate 
to death at the Adelaide Zoo were 
sentenced Friday to three years in 
prison by a judge who said the cruel- 
ty of the act was beyond comprehen- 
sion. 

The defendants, both 18, 
appeared in court for sentencing 
after pleading guilty last month to 
maliciously killing the animals at the 
children's comer of the zoo on 
March 24. 

Justice lan Burnett of the Central 
District Criminal Court, citing the 
“horror and extreme cruelty” of the 
massacre, said he had to repress his 
feeling of repulsion to hand down a 
sentence without “heat or revenge.” 

“1 doubt very much if ihe laws 
were formed with this offence in 
mind,” he said. 

Paul Anthony Jaenscfa and Roger 
Lynn Hazel were accused of entering 
the zoo at night with knives and an 
iron bar, and killing a llama, sheep, 
goats, an alligator, antelope, kan- 
garoos, rabbits, guinea pigs, chick- 
ens, turkeys, rhea chicks, a dock and 
a pigeon. 

Some animate had their throats 
cut, others were stabbed or dis- 
embowelled and some were bashed 
to death, officials said. 

Zookeepeis told an earlier hear- 
ing that the animate were mOTC like 
pets to the and the thousands of 

children who visited them. Many 
animate suffered lingering deaths, 
the court was told. 


Hungry bears invade 
Minnesota towns 

MINNEAPOLIS (AP). - Black 
bears, driven by a shortage of food, 
are invading Minnesota’s towns in 
unusual numbers this summer, and 
people are responding in various 
ways, including feeding them and 
ItilHngthem. 

Officials have received thousands 
of bear complaints, as many as 60 a 
day in Duluth. The complaints in- 
clude bears coming into towns and 
resort areas, bears tearing up crops, 
lawns and gardens, bears pawing at 
doors or sleeping in neighbourhood 
trees, bears rooting around in gar- 
bage and bears putting limbs from 
apple trees. 

There is debate whether bears are 
dangerous. Since 1906, there have 
been 38 reports of unprovoked 
attacks by black bears in the U.S. , 18 
of them fataL 

15 people die in forest 
fires in Turkey 

ANKARA (Reuter). - Fifteen peo- 
ple have died is a fire raging in pine 
forests near the Aegean port of 
Knsadari, the Anatolian news agen- 
cy said yesterday. 

It quoted Aydin Province Gov- 
ernor Aykut Ozan as saying 14 sol- 
diers and one' forestry official had 
been suffocated by smoke and their 
bodies burned by the fire they were 
attempting to control. 

He said troops were called in afteT 
the fire broke out at noon Friday. 
Three bodies were found Friday 
night and 12 more yesterday, he told 
newsmen.

Crash kills all 34 on U.S. jetliner 


MILWAUKEE (AP). - A DC-9 
jetliner crashed and burned in a 
wooded area Friday moments after 
the pilot reported after takeoff, “I 
have an emergency.” All 31 people 
aboard were killed. 

“The aircraft was de- 
molished.. .nothing was left of the 
airplane at aD,” said a Federal Avia- 
tion Administration spokeswoman 
in Chicago. 

The crash of Midwest Express 
Airlines Flight 105, which originated 
in Madison, Wisconsin, and was 
bound for Atlanta, added to a death 
toll of more than 1 ,400 that has made 
1985 the worst year for fatalities in 


aviation history. 

Witnesses said the two-engine 
plane seemed to roll twice about 300 
metres above the ground shortly 
after taking off from Mitchell Fields 
here in clear, sunny skies, then 
headed to earth nose-first where it 
burst into flame. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion what caused the accident. 

In East Hartford, Connecticut, a 
Pratt and Whitney spokesman said 
the plane used JT8D-7 engines, an 
older model than the JT8D-15 that 
apparently exploded and caused a 
British Boeing 737 to crash in Au- 
gust. 


Boeing’s declaration angers 
Japanese crash investigators 


TOKYO (AP). - Investigators prob- 
ing the mountain crash of a jumbo 
jet which kitted 520 people express- 
ed anger yesterday over wbat they 
called premature reports of improp- 
er repairs. 

Boeing officials in the U.S. said 
Friday that flaws have been found in 
repairs made on the 747 jet seven 
years ago by one of the company's 
crew. 

Bnt officials of the Aircraft Acci- 
dent Investigation Commission here 
complained that details of the repair 
should not have been released yet, 
because the investigation of the 
Japan Air Lines crash was not yet 
complete. 

Those of us probing the crash were 
net notified,” said Commission 
Chairman Kedzo Hatta. “This one- 
sided announcement of the cause of 
the accident amounts to breaking the 
basic principle of an accident inves- 
tigation.” 

In London, British Airways said 
yesterday it has withdrawn from ser- 
vice 22 Pratt and Whitney engines 


similar to the one that exploded and 
turned a Boeing 737 into a fireball at 
Manchester Airport last month. 

The state-owned airline said the 
JT8D-15 engines were being fined 
with new combustion chambers to 
replace those found to be suspect in 
X-ray checks ordered after foe Au- 
gust 22 crash of a British Airtouis jet 
which killed 55 people. 

And in Bangkok, Thai Airways 
International has asked Boeing to 
unblock previously sealed emergen- 
cy exit doors on some of its 747 jets 
as a safety precaution, an airline 
executive said yesterday. 

The doors were sealed two years 
ago On four of its Boeing 747 jets 
with the approval of the U.S. Feder- 
al Aviation Administration to make 
room for extra seats, said Captain 
Yothin Pamonmontri, the airline’s 
vice president for flight operations. 
Two of 10 exit doors were sealed on 
each of the jets. 

The national carrier’s decision to 
reactivate the exit doors followed 
disasters involving 747s that have 
cost hundreds of lives this-year. 


Punjab election campaign opens 
amid fears of more violence 


AMRITSAR, India. - More than 
900 ca ndi da te s, many with body- 
guards and guns, began cautions 
campaigning Friday in Punjab under 
protection of the largest election 
security force in any region since 
Indian independence. 

To prevent terrorist violence, at 
least 576 suspected Sikh extremists 
and known trouble-makers had been 
detained statewide since Thursday 
morning, Punjab police reported. 
They said preventive detention raids 
were continuing. 

Militant Sflch leaders and radical 
students said more than 1,200 young 
Sikhs had been taken into custody. 

Campaigning was virtually non- 
existent in the Sikh holy dty of 
Amritsar, a stronghold of militants 


who are calling for a statewide poll 
boycott. 

Elsewhere, the campaign was still 
not in full swing for the September 
25 polling for 117 state assembly 
seats in 13 national parliament races. 

Police say Sikh extremists are ex- 
pected to try to assassinate candi- 
dates, kill Hindus and intimidate 
voters to boycott the polls. In a series 
of coordinated attacks last week two 
Hindus were slain in the capital and 
at least four others in Punjab. More 
than 20 people were wounded. 

Critics of early polls in the Sikh- 
dominated breadbasket state of 17 
million have warned of a bloodbath 
and urged Premier Rajiv Gandhi to 
postpone elections until stability is 
restored. (AP, Reuter) 


Siberian diamond named after Samantha Smith 


MOSCOW (Renter). - A Siberian 
diamond of rare beauty has been 
named for the late Samantha Smith, 
the American schoolgirl invited to 
Moscow in 1983 after writing to the 
Kr emlin about her fears of war. the 
Tass news agency said yesterday. 


Factory workers at the Soviet Un- 
ion's main diamond-mining centre at 
Mirny, eastern Siberia, decided to 
commemorate Samantha after her 
death in a plane crash last month at 
age 13. 


Gorbachev’s PR-drive catches Reagan off-stride 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - 
American-style public-relations 
techniques newly adopted by the 
Kremlin have made a tug hit with 
Americans and appear to have un- 
nerved the Reagan White House, 
home of the West’s “Great Com- 
municator”. 

U.S. officials and analysts have 
expressed dismay and surprise at the 
success of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in projecting a fresh im- 
age of youth, reason and moderation 
since he took the hdm in Moscow six 
months ago. 

An eight-page interview with 
Time magazine and a friendly meet- 
ing with U-S. senators last week 
were Gorbachev’s latest successes in 
applying personality projection 
methods more familiar to watchers 
of the White House than of the 
Kremlin. 

The winning ways of Gorbachev, 
at 54 the first of a new generation of 
Soviet leaders, appear to have 
caught 74-year- old President 
Reagan off-stiide despite formid- 
able public-relations skills of his own 
that earned him the “Great Com- 


municator ” tag. 

“There is a new Soviet leader 
with... abundant public relations 
skills. Washington seems baffled as 
to how to handle him,” wrote 
Washington Post columnist Joseph 
Kraft. 

The newspaper USA Today car- 
ried a cartoon depicting a slick Gor- 
bachev grinning as he rides a spark- 
ling television camera towards his 
November summit with Reagan. 
The president is shown stuck on an 
old horse and gasping: “Uh- 
Ohhh... " 

The irony is that Gorbachev is 
acting is public Hke a classic U.S. 
president m the run-up to the first 
U.S.-Soviet summit in six years, 
media and political analysts say . 

He has fired off quick initiatives 
on aims control, forcing the REagan 
Administration onto foe defensive, 
and has used foe open U.S. media 
with consummate still. 

He seized headlines last month 
with a moratoriumon nod ear tgstine 
■on foe 40fo anniversary of foe day 
foe Americans droppedjhe A-Bomb 
on Japan. 


When 13-year-old American 
Samantha Smith - who visited Soviet 
president . Yuri Andropov with a 
peace message two years ago - died 
in a plane crash, Gorbachev beat 
Reagan into print with his message 
of condolences to her grieving 
mother. 

Gorbachev scored high points for 
charm with Tune. 

It described him in terms usually 
reserved for a new star in foe U.S. 
political firmament: “WeD tanned 
...naturally controlled energy 
...laughs easily.” 


Iraq claims it raided 
Kharg terminal again 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). - Iraq 
yesterday defied a threat by Iran to 
block oil exports of all countries of 
foe Persian Gulf region, unleashing 
a spate of air raids on Iran’s Kharg 
Island oil terminal and a merchant 
vessel, while wresting a salient from 
foe Iranians in foe northern sector of 

the warfront. 

The raid on Kharg was the second 
in less than 24 hours, during which a 
total of eight tons of incendiary 
bombs were dropped on Iran’s key 
oil-export terminal in the northeast- 
ern sector of the gulf, according to 
the Baghdad high command. 

A military spokesman said foe 
bombers first struck to impede 
efforts by foe Iranians to repair dam- 
age caused to foe island’s jetties in 
five previous air attacks. 

Arab diplomatic sources in the 
gulf region viewed the escalation as 
Iraq’s response to a threat issued 
Friday by Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei to block oil exports of all 
countries of foe region should Iran's 
exports be stopped. 


“Should the export of oil from 
Iran's terminals be affected, Iran will 
not allow a single drop of oil to be 
exported from foe gulf,” Khamenei 
told Moslems at a Friday congrega- 
tional prayer at Teheran University. 

The Iraqis in a strike August 1? 
damaged at least one of Kharc's 
three jetties. But the Iranians have 
been able to continue exporting oil 
at almost foe same rate of 1 .5 million 
barrels a day, according to gulf- 
based shipping executives who 
monitor navigation through the gulf 
tanker sea lanes. 

Earlier yesterday, Iraq said its 
ground forces wrested a salient after 
a blitz against Iranian troops in foe 
northern sector of the 1.180- 
kilometre-long warfront. 

A military spokesman told the 
official Iraqi news agency that army 
detachments “carried out at dawn 
Friday a blitz on Iranian emplace- 
ments within the northern salient, 
capturing it after evicting them at 
enormous losses in lives and equip- 
ment.” 


Airliner downed by rebels, 
Afghani government claims 

ISLAMABAD (AP). - The com- 
munist government of Afghanistan 
claimed yesterday that Moslem 
guerrillas had shot down a passenger 
plane with a U.S.-made missile, till- 
ing all 52 people on board. 

Kabul Radio, the government sta- 
tion in a broadcast monitored in 
Islamabad, said that the unidentified 
passenger plane was shot down 
Wednesday as it took off from Kan- 
dahar airport in the west of the 
country. 

In another development, Soviet 
airborne troops battled Afghani 
guerrillas around the town of Khost 
yesterday, but guerrilla commanders 
reported that fighting was dying 
down in other areas after a major 
Soviet offensive. 

Guerrilla commanders, who 
asked not to be identified for secur- 
ity reasons, said their forces had 


been able to reoccupy positions they 
had lost in pans of southern Paktia 
province. 

A Soviet force estimated at up to 
15.000 troops backed by tanks, jets 
and helicopter gunships launched a 
week-long assault on guerrilla supp- 
ly lines and positions in Paktia. 

The Soviet offensive was partly 
intended to relieve Khost. which has 
been surrounded by guerrilla units 
for almost a year, according to guer- 
rilla commanders and other Afghani 
sources. 

More guerrilla reinforcements 
were being sent into Paktia from 
bases in northern Pakistan and com- 
manders said their forces were re- 
covering after foe initial shock of the 
Soviet air and armoured assault. The 
Soviets swept to within several 
kilometres of the Pakistani border in 
one area early in the week. 


Khomeini seeks lower media profile 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iran's spri- 
iu al leader Ayatollah Ruholiah 
Khomeini says he appears too much 
in the Iranian media and has ordered 
publicity about him to be reduced. 

The Islamic Republic reported 
yesterday. 

“I don’t like it when I see my name 
mentioned every time I switch on the 
radio or TV,” it quoted Khomeini as 
telling newspaper, radio and televi- 
sion editors. 

It said he told them in strong terms 
they could use reports about him 
only when he deemed it necessary. 

“Reflect the news which is to the 
benefit of foe people and the coun- 
try,” he said. Khomeini. (Camera Press) 



Food import bill ‘threatens Arab security’ 


DOHA, Qatar (Reuter). - A senior 
Arab League official was quoted 
yesterday as saying that “food secur- 
ity” is foe biggest threat to Arab 
security. 

Abdel-Mohsen Zalzaieh, Arab 
League assistant secretary-general 
for economic affairs, also told the 
Al-Raya newspaper of Qatar that the 
Arab world imports S24 billion 


worth of food a year. 

“We are in real danger. In the 
past, an Arab summit was proposed 
to discuss the problem.” he said. 

Zalzaieh added that foe Arab eco- 
nomy is passing through a “state of 
shrinkage, possible because of a 
drop in world oil prices and a de- 
crease in Arab exports.” 


‘Jarvik-7’ heart recipient 
gets transplant of real organ 


TUCSON, Arizona (AP). - 
SmgeonS yesterday transplanted foe 
heart of a 19-year-old accident vic- 
tim into the chest of Michael Drum- 
mond, the youngest* recipient of a 
Jajvik-7 artificial heart and foe first 
person to use it as a temporary 
life-saver. 

A University Medical Centre 
spokeswoman said that the heart 
transplant had been completed and 
doctors had began closing the inci- 
sion. 

“They are going to work very 
slowly and carefully,” she said. “Ev- 
erything is going fine, but it may take 
as long as an hour to finish dosing.” 

Dr. Jade Copeland and his sprgic- 
al tram removed foe artificial heart 
that had kept Dnmnnond, 25, alive 
for nine days and replaced it with the 
heart of Terrell Griffin, which had 
been rushed in from Tyler, Texas. 

Drummond, who doctors said was 
within 16 hours of death when foe 
Jarvik-7 was implanted August 29, 
was on the operating table, his chest 


open, when foe team arrived with 
Griffin's heart after a seven-hour 
round trip by chartered jet. The 
hospital staff let out a cheer as a man 
carried the heart into the hospital in 
a red-and-white ice chest. 

Cbpeland said he implanted the 
artificial heart only as a “bridge” 
until a donor heart could be found 
for Drummond, whose problems be- 
gan m February when a viral infec- 
tion damaged his heart. 

Belgian police make 
major hashish haul 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Belgian 
police have seized about three tons 
of hashish with an estimated street 
value of $7,5 million in one of the 
country’s biggest drug hauls, news- 
papers reported yesterday. 

The hashish was found in boxes 
apparently containing Lebanese 
mineral water in the back of a Dutch- 
registered van.

Stars, nearly 60 films slated for Haifa festival

HAIFA. - The Israeli premiere of 
nearly 60 films and guest appear- 
ances by screen celebrities are 
among the highlights slated for the 
Haifa Film Festival starting Septem- 
ber 30. 

Rumania is one of the 24 countries 
contributing films - making it the 
first Communist bloc state ever to 
send films directly to an Israeli fes- 
tival. 

Yossi Oren. manager of the Haifa 
Cinematheque told the press recent- 
ly that although films produced be- 
hind the Iron Curtain have been 
screened in Israel, they had always 
been brought in via third-party dis- 
tributors. 

The inclusion of two Rumanian 
films in the festival was made possi- 
ble through contacts between Cine- 
matheque representatives and their 
Rumanian counterparts at the Can- 
nes Film Festival. 

The stars scheduled to make a 
showing include Lee Marvin, 
George Kennedy, Chuck Norris. 
Shelly Winters and Hana Scbigula, 


who are due to be in Israel at the 
time for the filming of Menachem 
Golan’s latest production, Delia 
Force 

Festival organizers are also nego- 
tiating for appearances by British 
film star Michael Caine and Amer- 
ican ftim-music composer Henri 
Mantiuai. 

In all, some 60 films are to be 
screened, including movies from the 
Soviet Union, Hungary, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria which are entered via 
distributors. 

The four-day festival will be held 
at four cinema halls in central Car- 
mel - the city auditorium, the Cine- 
matheque, the Shavit and the Orly. 

Movies slated for the festival cov- 
er all categories - from animation, 
documentary to avant-garde and 
popular films. They range from the 
16-hour marathon German produc- 
tion, Heimat, directed by Edgar 
Reitz, to one-minute animated films 
by Israeli film students. 

Festival organizers said they had 
had to reject dozens of requests from 
other countries to screen because 
there was not enough space. 


There are also to be open air 
screenings of rode films - Wood- 
stock, Hair, Fame and Flashdance - 
in the Gan Ha’em park on central 
Carmel. CSnema technicians are also 
to demonstrate the art of special 
effects, at the park. 

Throughout the festival, the city 
auditorium will be covered in a 
mosaic of giant posters, and the 
whole of central Carmel, from the 
Dan Carmel hotel to the Shavit cine- 
ma, is to be illuminated. Res- 
taurants, cafes, pubs and bars have 
been asked to stay open around the 
clock to cater to the expected influx 
of visitors. 

The festival -the third of its kind- 
is being organized by the Haifa Film 
Association with the support of the 
m uni cipality and the .Israel film in- 
dustry. 

With a budget of $150,000, raised 
mainl y through donations, organiz- 
ers say the festival will be twice as big 
as last year's, A total of 35,000 seats 
will be available throughout the four 
days. Tickets, costing 153,000 each 
are to go on sale two weeks before 
tiie opening.

U.S. “Star Wars’ 
programme attracts 
Israeli proposals

Dozens of Israeli research propos- 
als have already been submitted to 
the American “Star Wars” program- 
me, it was reported on Kol Yisrael 
yesterday. 

Peter Malone of the private 
American consulting firm Space 
Policy Centre, said the political di- 
mate is right for Americans to award 
contracts to foreign researchers on 
the space-based defence project. 
Giving Israelis a share in the prog- 
ramme could increase congressional 
support for it among Israel’s friends, 
hesaid. 

On the Israeli side, university offi- 
cials see funds from “Star Wars" 
research as a way out of the budget 
squeeze, particularly in terms of 
keeping their laboratory facilities up 
to date. Israeli firms see it as a 
chance to boost their research and 
development efforts in such areas as 
artificial intelligence, communica- 
tions and lasers. 

Mekorot cuts for 
localities in arrears 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - The Mekorot 
national water company is to reduce 
supply to 12 local authorities starting 
today, to pressure them to pay debts 
totalling some IS800 million. 

The authorities are Bnei Brak, 
Petah Tikva, Ariel, Or Yehuda, 
Yehud, Beit Dagan, Ramie, Yavoe, 
Gan Yavne, KiiyatMaiachi, Mevas- 
seret Zion and Shamir. 

A spokesman for Mekorot said 
that the company had no choice but 
to rake this step, after many dumung 
letters failed to get results.

There are probably few cities that 
have wasted potential cm a scale and 
for so long as Haifa has done with its 
natural beauty and manifold poten- 
tial attractions as a tourist and vaca- 
tion centre. It was not ever thus, and 
it didn’t become that way by chance, 
but as a result of deliberate policy. 

In the last years of the British 
Mandate, Haifa was a tourist city par 
excellence, and there are plenty of 
old-timers in Haifa and elsewhere 
who can well recall how the British 
and the Jews alike used to repair to 
the Carmel hotels and pensions in 
the hot weeks of July and August. 
After 1943, however, things changed 
in this respect, as in so many others 
in and around Haifa. 

The man who dominated Haifa 
politics for decades and ran the 
Mapai Party machine, and whose 
fearsome efficiency stamped the aty 
as “Red Haifa,". Mayor Abba 
Khonshy , had very clear-cut views of 
how he wanted his city to look, what 
it would and wonld not do, and in 
which direction it would develop. 
Under him, industry was “in” and 
tourism was “out". His contribution 
to the growth of the industrial areas 
round Haifa is not in doubt, and we 
have already noted that be was one 
of the foresighted people wbo found- 
ed the industrial high-tech park in 
the late 1960s. 

But his socialist ideology meant 
that for him, tourism was a demean- 
ing service occupation, not a money- 
spinning industry with the highest 
added value in the economy. His 
emphasis on developing heavy in- 
dustry was the antithesis of the 
approach needed to attract tourists - 
whether foreigners or locals. The 
problem ot pollution that inevitably 
accompanied the rising smokestacks 
drove even many native Haifaites to 
despair, and certainly did not contri- 
bute to the city's appeal. 

Even Moshe Werfman, the Haifa 
Labour Council chairman and self- 
proclaimed disciple of Khoushy, 
admits today the the policy of con- 
centrating on industry meant that 
Haifa effectively blew its tourist 
potential in the 1950s and 1960s. 
Khoushy used to get up at 5 a. m. and 
check od his way to work that the 
street-cleaners were doing their job; 
but when people complained that 
there was nothing to do in Haifa in 
the evenings, he responded that a 
working population needed to go to 
bed early. “For me foe best music is 
the sound of hammera on metal in 
the Vulcan foundry,” is one of the 
quotes attributed to him, while 
another legendary comment on the 
lack of nigh t-life in his town was that 
“Jerusalem studies, Tel Aviv dances 
and Haifa works.” 

Over foe years the old-style pen- 
sions dosed down but few new hotels 
were.. built to replace them. The 
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CLOUDS OVER 
HAIFA VU 
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superb beaches in the area were not 
developed and foe facilities that did 
exist were allowed to fall into de- 
suetude. For example, in Bat Galim 
there is an enormous swimming pool 
on the sea-front that used to be used 
in Maccabiah events. Now it is in 
total direpair, and foe most recent 
Maccabiah did not so much as con- 
sider Haifa as a venue. 

Before the Six-Day War, tourist 
groups used to spend three nights in 
Haifa, using foe aty as a base from 
which to take trips around the 
Galilee. With foe conquest of the 
Golan, the scope for northern tour- 
ism increased, bat in fact foe tours 
stopped coming. With the develop- 
ment of the Jerusalem-Tiberias run 
through the Jordan valley, Galtiee- 
Golan tourism switched to a diffe- 
rent route which by-passed Haifa 
altogether. Participants were more 
interested in staying over in the 
kibbutz guest houses of Ayelet 
Hashahar and Kmneret, allowing 
them foe opportunity to see kibbutz- 
style living first hand. Thus, in recent 
years, most tours come to Haifa in 
foe afternoon, do a quick trip round 
foe Bahai gardens, the view from the 
top of Mount Carmel, die Techmon 
- and then on and out of town. 

As a result the hotels do poor 
business, and as a result there are 
few of them, and as a result there are 
few restaurants and other places of 
entertainment, and as a result there 
are no tourists and as a result there 
are no new hotels,. ..and so on round 
and round foe vicious drde that 
everyone is quick to identify, but no 
one seems to know how to remedy. 

There is no shortage of scapegoats 
for this situation. Some people 
blame the British, who put the har- 
bour where foe beach ought to be. 
Some blame Abba Khoushy and 
industry. Some blame the hotels and 
some the tourists. The Haifaites 
themselves are accused of being cold 
and unwelcoming, of not being 
“tourist-minded,” of being disin- 
terested in the whole subject. 


infinitely better, sits forlorn and for- 
gotten? 

The answer is simple. Netanya 
was made into a tourist resort by 
mayors, councillors, citizens and a 
well-disposed central government 
who pl an ned, implemented and 
marketed foe kind of things that 
would attract people. Thus in 
Netanya there are hotels, res- 
taurants, promenades, beaches and 
all the rest of the resort parapherna- 
lia. Note that you can't tour in and 
around Netanya — there's nothing to 
see or do. You can only “vacation”, 
but at least the place has maximized 
its limited potential. 

In Haifa there is foe potential for 
both tourists and vacationers, both 
in foe immediate vicinity and in the 
wider region. Facilities, however, 
exist only for a few tourists and no 
vacationers - because foe hotels are 
ail up the hill, not by the sea. And 
that is foe second basic issue which 
needs resolving before any overall 
plan can be put together - where 
should foe hotels be? 

At present foe city boasts a mere 
800-odd rooms in recommended 
hotels, or 3 per cent of foe national 
total, according to Yosef Gold- 
schmidt, secretary of the Haifa 
Hoteliers Association and deputy- 
manager of the Zion hotel, Haifa's 
oldest better-quality hotel. Gold- 
schmidt remembers when Haifa held 
12 per cent of foe total number of 
hotel rooms in foe country, but that 
was before the massive development 
of Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Netanya, 
Tiberias and Eilat left Haifa tra ilin g 
far behind. Of foe 800, 219 are in foe 
Dan Carmel and 100 in foe Dan's 
neighbour, foe Nof, which was com- 
pleted 10 years ago and is, incred- 
ibly, the newest hotel in town. Next 
year, however, foe total will increase 
when the Dan chain opens the 
Panorama, a 4-star hotel with 280- 
odd rooms. The Fedennan family 
who own foe Dan chain will thus 
have 500 out of little more than 1 ,000 
rooms in foe city in which they began 
font clim b to fame and fortune. 

Etiezer Dviri, deputy-manager of 
foe Dan Carmel notes that his hotel, 
foe only 5-star one in town, has an 
average occupancy rate of some 60 
per cent and an average stay of only 
1.7 nights per guest. Federman has 
sent in a new general manager to the 
Dan, whose main job Wfll be to 
improve that statistic, an interesting 
example of foe effect of competition 
even if it comes from the same chain. 


Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. Haifa 
would need to be marketed more 
aggressively, but that could be man- 
aged too, if the will was there. 

To Dviri it is plain that the place to 
put the next round of hotels is by the 
sea, “and if they could have a private 
beach of their own, that would give 
them a strong selling point.” he 
adds. From there they could develop 
foe features vacationers want, such 
as water sports. 

Mayor Aryeh Gurel is not con- 
vinced that hotels have to be by the 
water to entice people to come. He 
mentions San Francisco, where the 
restaurants and nightclubs are by foe 
sea. but not foe hotels. Dviri prefers 
foe comparison with Rio de Janeiro, 
where the action is down on foe 
Copacaba beach. Tourists nip up foe 
mountain to see the statue, admire 
the view, and then go back down to 
their hotel, from which they can 
more or less fall out of bed into the 
ocean. 

David Plonsky, manager of the 
municipality-owned Haifa Tourist 
Development Corporation, is pre- 
pared to settle for hotels anywhere 
investors can be persuaded to build 
them. He is convinced that foe va- 
rious types of tourists, interested in 
hotels offering different facilities, all 
exist and can all be sold on Haifa 
once the infrastructure is there. He 
and Gurel, as well as hoteliers such 
as Goldschmidt and Dviri, all be- 
lieve that the way to break foe vi- 
cious circle is by first building hotels, 
and foe places of entertainment will, 
they believe, spring up around them. 
Once a critical mass of development 
is reached, the momentum will feed 
on itself. Their problem is how to get 
tilings moving. 

One thing is indisputable. Gurel is 
the most tourism-oriented mayor 
Haifa has yet had - although this is 
not saying very much. Almost every- 
one in foe field agrees that he at least 
wants to move in the direction of 
developing the city’s tourist poten- 
tial, and that is in itself a major 
change of attitude. In his first term of 
office things began to be thought 
about and planned, and foe Tourism 
Ministry could no longer say that it 
gave Haifa no money because it 
didn't ask for any. Now Gorel - and 
foe local industry as a whole - face a 
much bigger problem. They desper- 
ately want to invest in tourism, but 
nobody has got any money to give 
them..

Once a baJlgirl during Navratilo- 
va's matches in Czechoslovakia, 
Mandlikova. a right-hander, at 23 
five years younger than Navratilova, 
has beaten both Lloyd and Navrati- 
lova this year, but has never beaten 
both in the same tournament. 


Mandlikova won the Australian 
Open in 1980 and the French Open- 
in 1981, but, in some big matches in 
the past, she folded. Against Lloyd 
this time, she rose to the occasion, 
stroking big forehands and back- 
hands to the corners, and volleying 
crisply at the net. 

The crowd at centre court kept 
expecting Lloyd to pull out her 
patented passing shots that have car- 
ried her to 139 tournament titles, the 
most in the history of the game, but 
shefailed to deliver. 

"I just wasn't charged up like 
usual,” Lloyd said. “My heart wasn’t 
in it. And that’s the truth. I'm not a 
machine . There are days you feel 
more motivated than others.” 

“I don't thfnlr I really played my 
best tennis today," Mandlikova said 
afterwards.

WHERE’S EVERYBODY? Expensive seats atRamatGan 
daring Taiwan match. (Guihman) 

Some years ago a soda! anthropologist, who was also a soccer fan, 
craned a phrase that has become a hackneyed description of the 
world’s most popular sport, which is played' and watched in every 
country on the face of this planet, irrespective of political creed or 
economic wealth. He called soccer ‘the poor man's ballet.'* 

This appellation can no longer be applied in Israel. Here soccer has 
become the rich man's luxury? 

Last week I went to see Israel play Taiwan in the transformed Ramat 
Gan stadium. We have been subjected to a great deal of propaganda 
about how wonderful the stadium had become, with, it was alleged, 
comfortable seating for 40.000 spectators. 

The price of the cheapest ticket was IS 15. 000. 1 never bothered to 
ask what an expensive seat cost. Are we not lectured nightly on 
television that patriotism requires us to cut our personal expenditure 
_ in the country's hour of need? LS15.0Q0 is way beyond the pocket of 
most Israelis in these hard times. A cheap ticket to see Tottenham play 
at White Hart Lane costs the equivalent of IS6.000. 

Two of the much-boosted expensive stands with the famous 
comfortable seats were completely empty. Nevertheless, it was 
estimated that there were 30,000 spectators at the game. Yet the Israel 
Football Association announced that only 16,000 paid for their tickets: 
apparently nearly half the crowd were free-loaders. The total revenue 
was $130,000. 

Tickets on the popular stands had been considerably oversold. The 
seats are the same old concrete, but this would have been good enough 
if I could have got near them. Like many others. I had to stand. Every 
time something noteworthy happened, everyone got up, and it was 
impossible to see anything. 

f This IFA policy of overcharging is in effect when Haim Haberfeld is 
its chairman. (He is giving up the post next month.) He is also the head 
of the Trade Union Department of the Histadrut, and is engaged in a 
r unnin g battle with the government to protect the workers. So one 
would 'imagine that he would be the last person to go in for 
profiteering. Even the worst of the Roman emperors supplied the 
citizenry with bread and circuses at prices they could afford. 

Against this background, it may seem to be amazing that Haberfeld 
seemed unable to understand, in a radio interview yesterday, why 
attendance at matches is not what it used to be many long years 
ago. He does riot seem to have noticed that there may be cause and 
effect in operation here - high prices mean poor crowds. 

But the phenomenon is typical of Israel. If a grocer here loses 
customers to a supermarket that opens in his area, he does not reduce 
his prices for the customers who remain loyal to him. Ou the contrary, 
he charges them more, because he feels that he is entitled to keep his 
revenue at the level to which he is accustomed. 

Well, here is one customer that the IFA has lost: I swear that I will 
never go back to Ramat Gan again, unless I worm my way in as a 
free-loader. I hope that the league games in the season beginning on 
Saturday will not be priced beyond the average fan’s pocket, although 
I know that this is a vain dream, as I am certain that they will be.

are wondering whether anything 
could have been done to prevent the

Dr. David Segal, bead of the 
Orthopaedics Department at Boston 
CSty Hospital, who was in Israel, 
replies. “Muscle cramps are uncon- 
trollable and happen regardless of 
the condition of the player. They 
have afflicted all the top players in 
tennis at one time or another.'* . 

The long match Mansdorf played 
with very long games and sets going 
into tie-breakers, together with the 
heat of summer and New York's 
high humidity, provided optimal 
conditions for players to be struck by 
severe calf musde spasms. Dr. Segal 
stresses that the condition is both 
unavoidable and unpredictable, and 
does not depend in any way on 
fitness. 

Usually the cramps are sudden 
and very severe, and the player may 
fall down in pain. “It is like a cfaariey 
horse hitting the lower leg. Once it

The condition is caused by an 
electrolyte imbalance. The salts in 
the body are used up - sodium, 
potassium, calcium, magnesium -by » 
the excessive sweat and the heat of w 
the body. Muscles work by means of 
a twitching mechanism which is 
affected by extreme stress. This, 
together with the electroyte imba- 
lance, and an additional unknown 
factor, which the medical scientists 
have not yet figured out, are the 
causes of the spasms. 

The condition of over-all exhaus- 
tion which one sees sometimes in 
marathon runners as they near the 
end of the gruelling race is different. 

By the end of the race, the marathon 
runner has used up all the sugar 
which was stored in the muscles, and 
at that point he or she feels the 
muscles become heavy as they are 
depleted. Runners call this condition 
“hitting the wall.” Usually, 
marathoners train so that their 
bodies have enough musde sugar 
stored in them to see them through 
the long race. 

Another reason for muscle spasms 
and loss of correct muscular activity 
is the presence of too much lactic 
add. When muscle sugar burns, it 
breaks down into a chemical called 
pyruvate, which is convened into 
carbon dioxide and water if there is 
enough oxygen available. This car- 
bon dioxide and water are expelled 
through the lungs. If, however, there 
is not enough oxygen in the muscles, 
the pyruvate converts to lactic add. 

When this builds up and overflows 
into the bloodstream, the lactic add 
impedes muscle contractions and 
makes it increasingly difficult for 
musdestomove. 

Trie Better shape your musdes are 
in, the more lactic add they can hold 
without breaking down.

“It is important to drink all 
through the match," says Dr. Segal. 
“Tennis players are now drinking a 
solution containing electrolytes, 
with the hope that this will help 
combat the loss of the salts and that 
all important unknown factor." 

But, he emphasises rather sadly, 
salt tablets and sweetened cold 
drinks are not of any help whatsoev- 
er in preventing the muscle spasms. 
The salts and sugar imbibed go into 
the stomach arid not into the mus- 
cles. 

“Remember you have to drink a 
lot of water to avoid dehydration,'' 
be concludes. “The sugar addition 
may make the water more palatable. 
On the other hand, the sugar may 
add weight you are playing tennis to 
lose."

The rule of law 


ARMED VIGILANTE groups of Jewish settlers have again 
begun roaming the streets of West Bank towns and Gaza during 
the past few days in response to recent terrorist attacks in the 
administered territories. Their declared aim is to increase 
Jewish presence in Arab towns and to “help securing roads and 
highways.” 

Some of these self-appointed armed patrols tried to block the 
road to Hebron and attacked what they thought were homes of 
Arab terrorists who were released in the prisoner exchange last 
May. 

In the process. Jewish settlers in Hebron clashed with IDF 
soldiers when trying to force open a closed-off passage between 
the small Jewish Avraham Avinu compound and the Arab 
market. Another clash between Jewish settlers - this time in the 
form of nine Tehiya members - and the IDF took place at Tel 
Rumeida in an attempt to expand the Jewish foothold at this 
ancient biblical site in Hebron. 

Meanwhile, in Gaza, Jewish settlers were speaking of 
“reviving” a Jewish quarter and of establishing a yeshiva in this 
large Arab city. Their chief spokesman is Avi Farhan, who rose 
to fame over three years ago when leading the fight of Jewish 
settlers and protesters against the IDF in the Yamit region, 
prior to its final evacuation. 

It all sounds like a replay - though in much expanded and far 
better organized form - ofthe Jewish settled vigilante actions 
five years ago which peaked with the formation of a Jewish 
terrorist underground and the much belated arrest and bringing 
to trial of the Jewish terrorists. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin and the Chief of 
General Staff, Rav Aluf Moshe Levy, are, therefore, to be 
commended for their statements yesterday that the IDF will act 
with all its vigour against these unlawful actions by armed 
Jewish settlers in the administered 1 territories. Their stepped-up 
attempts to take the law into their own hands must be nipped in 
the bud. For it is the sacred duty of the government to uphold 
the rule of law, both inside Israel and in the administered 
territories. 

But here is the rub. Whenever Jewish settlement in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza is at issue, the Likud part of what is supposed 
to be a national unity government a priori supports the case of 
the Jewish settlers. This was the case when knesset members of 
the coalition joined Tehiya opposition MKs in occupying the 
illegally possessed flat in the casba of Hebron. And tins is the 
guiding line of Likud-Herut rhetoric, while paying mere lip 
service to the need for action by the country’s security forces. 
What is said implicitly, and often even explicitly, is meant to 
have the IDF act in support of the Jewish settlers, no matter 
into what extreme actions they try to drag the government. 

Thus Thursday’s preposterous statement by the Jewish set- 
tlers’ council, accusing Prime Minister Shimon Peres and Mr. 
Rabin of “using the IDF to implement the Labour Party’s 
private political views by restricting settlement,” was met with 
ominous silence by the Likud ministers. The Jewish settlers 
must have taken a cue from Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir, who 
last month was the first to coin the phrase accusing the Labour 
Party of implementing the infamous White Paper policy of the 
British Mandate which restricted Jewish settlement to a small 
part of the country. 

Former defence minister Moshe Atoqs on Friday, openly 
encouraged the Jewish settlers’ anned.patrols, saying it was an 
exaggeration to talk about Jewish militias. Moreover, he would 
not advise Jewish settlers to walk around unarmed, even if this 
involves an element of demonstration. Coming from level- 
headed Prof. Arens, who, as defence minister, finally cracked 
down on the Jewish terrorist underground, his known hard-line 
views notwithstanding, this serves as further proof of how far 
Herat policy has drifted towards extremist nationalism. 

•There can only be one rale of law to be upheld by the 
government in power. This is a fundamental principle of 
democracy which the Likud must recognize, particularly while 
being a senior partner in that government.

(Coattaoed Ortm Page One) 
do have a problem with Aids,” 
Michaeli admits. “Or, at least, a 
potential problem.” 

However, he stresses, almost all 
Aids cases, except for the blood 
transfusion-related ones, were cases 
of “imported” Aids - the victim had 
either visited abroad or was himself a 
foreigner. “The question is, do we 
have the Aids agent settled in 
Israel?” Is it now present in the 
Israeli blood stream, Michaeli asks. 

Yes, it is, according to Prof. Zev 
Handzel, who is bead of a research 
team looking at the incidence of 
Aids among Israel’s homosexual 
population, one of the “high risk” 
groups where Aids has been identi- 
fied as being most prevalent. 

According to a study done earlier 
this year by Handzel, together with 
Prof. Zvi Bentwich, of Kaplan Hos- 
pital. and Dr. Zvi Ben Ishai, of 
Haifa's Ram bam Hospital, the Aids 
virus is now present in the blood of 
Israeli homosexual men. The sur- 
vey, admittedly a very small one, but 
the only one done in Israel to dace, 
tested 200 men; 24 of them (12 per 
cent) were found to have antibodies 
against the Aids virus, known as 
HTLV 3. In seven cases, the anti- 
bodies were fresh, showing recent 
exposure to the virus. 


Showing signs of the Aids virus 
does not mean that the person will 
himself develop any of the symptoms 
of Aids, or become what is called a 
fullblown Aids victim. What it does 
mean is that he may infect others, 
either through sexual contact, or 
through blood donations. 


Thus, there is a real need to iden- 
tify those of die Israeli public who 
are carrying, or who are potential 
carriers of the disease: primarily 
male homosexuals and intravenous 
drug addicts, who belong to the two 
largest “high risk” groups identified 
with Aids as it now appears in the 
western world. 


Aids can appear in three ways. 
There are carriers who have the virus 
in their blood, but have no symp- 
toms of the disease. There are those 


who have only a mild version of the 
disease - including fever, weight 
loss, swollen lymph nodes, and 
mouth thrush - who are rick with 
what is called Aids-related complex 
(ARC). These last may or may not 
develop into the third group, those 
with fullblown Aids, for which there 
is almost no treatment, and no cure. 

Figures for the U.S . are as follows: 
for each of the 12,000 cases of full- 
blown Aids reported in America 
now, there are some 10 cases of 
ARC, the mild form, bringing the 
figure for this group to 120,000. 

Based on blood samples, studies 
have shown that there are from 
500,000 to 1 million symptomless 
carriers of Aids virus in America, of 
a total population of about 230 mil- 
lion - between 0.2 and 0.4 per cent. 
Based on this 0.4 per cent figure, 
Israel's figure for Aids carriers 
would be in die region of 16,000, out 
of its 4 million population. 

However, if one uses the same 
figures according to the known num- 
ber of Aids victims in Israel so far - 
20 - then one can extrapolate to a 
figure of 200 cases of mild Aids, and 
to from 800 to 1.600 as an upper 
figure for Aids carriers. 

The difference between these two 
figures can be explained by the fact 
that Israel is still a relative latecomer 
on the Aids scene. But, warns Prof. 
Handzel, this does not necessarily 
mean that this country could miracu- 
lously escape from the scourge. 

In Boston in 1982, for example, he 
says, they also thought, with their 
relatively low figure of 20 Aids cases , 
that for some reason they were not 
going to go the way of the rest of 
America in die Aids epidemic. To- 
day, they have 200 cases of fullblown, 
incurable Aids. “Everyone who is 
involved in Aids today is turning the 
other way and hoping it will go away. 
But it’s sot going to disappear. And 
if what is happening abroad is going 
to happen in Israel, then the situa- 
tion here can only get worse. For 
sure, it won’t get better," Handzel 
says. “We have a problem and we 
can't ignore it.”

ISRAEL WAS ONCE considered a 
highly egalitarian society. But over 
the years, inequality has spread to 
the point that, today, the Israeli 
economy could well be one of the 
most inequitable in the industrial- 
ized, Western world. 

According to findings by the Cen- 
tre for Social Policy Studies in Israel, 
the 10 per cent of Israeli households 
with the highest incomes- called the 
10th decile - receive 40 per cent of 
the country’s gross income. The top 
1 per cent earn 12 per cent of all 
income — equal to the incomes of all 
the families in the lowest SO per cent. 

There is also inequality in income 
and standard of living between wage 
earners - with an average, ann ual 
income of $7,800 - and the self- 
employed - who make an average of 
$13,000 per year, some 70 per cent 
more than wage earners, according 
to centre statistics. 

The centre, a Jerusalem-based, 
non-profit organization founded two 
years ago by former labour and so- 
cial affaire minis ter Yisrael Katz and 
Ya'acov Kop, has already produced 
a series of studies on fiscal and 
welfare issues. It is continuing its 
research into incomes and other so- 
cial issues. 

The centre also found Israeli 


women earn far less than men. The 
findings draw a gloomy picture of the 
situation of women in the country. 

Women provide 14 per cent of 
their families’ incomes; one-third of 
married women earn incomes. 
Moreover, the wage inequality was 
greater for women than for any other 
group studied - the top 10 per cent of 
wage-earning women made half of 
the total income earned by Israeli 
women. 

Even so, their male counterparts 
at the top of the wage scale earn 
more than three times as much as 
they do.

THE RESEARCH was based on 
workers’ reported wages and tax 
files of the self-employed. Thus, the 
distribution of wealth is not taken 
into account. Neither is the fact that 
there is widespread tax evasion 
among the self-employed. As a re- 
sult, the centre’s findings under- 
estimate inequality. 

The researchers - Kop, Orit, 
Even-Sboshan and Yoram Gabbay - 
concentrated on bow the tax system 
worsens inequality. Prior research 
done at the centre has shown that 
this system is badly in need of an 
overhaul. The latest findings not 
only confirm that conclusion but are 


sad testimony on the consequences 
of fiscal policy here. 

The research is based on total 
household income - not individual 
earnings - and household size. But. 
in Israel, persons earning the same 
salary must pay the same amount of 
income tax, regardless of the size of 
theirfamiiies. . 

For example, under the current 
system, a wage earner has a gross 
monthly salary of $500 and is in the 
50 per cent marginal tax bracket, 
while a second earns $800 and is in 
the 60 per emit bracket. On die 
surface, it seems just. But if fixe 
former is a bachelor and the latter is 
the only breadwinner in a family of 
rix, from the point of view of the tax 
authorities, nothing has changed. 

This feature of the system distorts 
the way incomes are taxed. 

The researchers - two of whom 
are senior officials at the State Re- 
venue Administration - found that 
12 per cent of the breadwinners in 
families in the .sixth decile paid in- 
come tax rates of 50 per cent or 
more. At the same rime, half of the 
breadwinners in seventh and eighth 


decile families were taxed at lower 
rates. Even in the ninth decile, the 
second highest level, the main wage 
earners in a third of the households 
paid taxes at rates below 50 per cent. 


THE STUDY results explode the 
myth that income is determined by 
such factors as education. Rather, 
income is first and foremost a func- 
tion of property ownership and the 
’degree of control one has over one’s 
labour, which explains why there is a 
such a great difference between the 
incomes of the self-employed and 
wage earners. 

Thus 60 per cent of the families of 
self-employed people are concen- 
trated in the highest third of the 
income scale, compared to 23 per 
cent of the families of wage earners. 

' The research also shows a strong 
link between income levels and 
women’s participation in the labour 
force. In the three highest deciles, 
more than 25 per cent of women earn 
an income. While 71 per cent of the 
women in the highest income decile 
receive an income, less than 2* per 
cent of those in the lowest decile 
have jobs outride the home. 

What of the two- thirds of married 
women who do not earn an outride 
income? It does not mean they are 


not working - anyone who has 
washed clothes and denned and 
organized a home can tell you that. 
They amply work without being

But the researchers found that due 

to the considerable number of tax 
breaks allowed, the tax system is far 
less effective in redistributing in- 
come than it could be. Moreover. 

the researchers concluded that the 
higher a person’s income, the grea- 
ter the chance he would take advan- 
tage of tax breaks. 

The study’s interim findings are 
for reaching and one can hope that 
the centre will continue providing 
information on the issue of social 

inequity. . 

This writer is highly sceptical that 
research can bring about change — 
that can only happen as the result of 
political efforts by workers and low- 
income groups. Nevertheless, this 
political effort can only benefit from 
the work the centre is doing to 
uncover the inequities in Israeli soci- 
ety.

ALEXANDER LERNER, a re- 
markable son of the Jewish people, 
became 72 yesterday. 

Professor Lerner's life is typical of 
the older generation of Soviet Jews, 
and his struggle, which is still going 
on, symbolizes the rebirth of nation- 
al self-consciousness among people 
alienated from their national roots 
for more than half a century. 

Although Alexander Lerner was 
born in Vinnitsa, in the former Pale 
of Jewish Settlement in Russia, he 
was far removed from Jewish culture 
as a youth. This is quite understand- 
able, for soon after the 1917 revolu- 
tion, the Soviet regime started the 
systematic abolition of Jewish 
national institutions and religious 
life and the “alteration” of Jewish 
culture. 

The Jewish world seemed archaic 
and dying to Alexander Lerner and 
to thousands of other Jews his age. 
But in those years, the Soviets, while 
persecuting traditional Jews, opened 
the doors to those ready to renounce 
the traditions, religion and language 
of their forefathers. 


Remarkable refusenik 


World War n compelled him to 
suspend his studies. During the war, 
Lerner worked in a tank factory in 
Novosibirsk. 

In 1955, he became a professor: 
then, in succession, department 
chairman at the institute of Opera- 
tion and Control Systems, faculty 
chairman at the Moscow Physics and 
Technical Institute and vice- 
president of the International Fed- 
eration of Automatic Control. 

He also held various other scien- 
tific posts and wrote 12 books and 
160 scientific articles. 

Thus, by 1970 Professor Lerner 
belonged to the Soviet scientific 
elite.

In 1931, Alexander Lerner en- 
tered the Moscow Institute of 
Energetics. In 1939, he successfully 
defended his Ph.D. thesis on the 
systems of automatic operation and 
control - a new field in those years. 


HE WAS the first prominent Jewish 
scientist to declare his wish to go to 
Israel. When he did, the news pro- 
duced an absolute sensation. No- 
body coaid understand how this 
prosperous man could desert the 
social environment in which he had 
spent his whole life and achieved 
such outstanding success for a 
strange and unknown world. 

Few people knew that beneath the 


surface of prosperity another lift, 
full of tragic losses and disillusion- 
ments. lay hidden. 

Two weeks before the Gentian 
invasion in June 1941, Alexander 
Lerner brought his two little daugh- 
ters to their grandparents in Vinnitsa 
for the summer vacation. Nobody 
helped him rescue them; nobody 
ever informed him when and where 
they were killed. Not only his chil- 
dren, but almost all Ms relatives, 
vanished, all victims of Nazi terror. 

Soviet authorities managed to 
evacuate, party leaders, military 
plants add even prisons, from the 
zone of possible German occupa- 
tion. 


time that Alexander Lerner made 
his choice. 

In 1944, he returned to Moscow, 
where he suffered through years of 
post-war anti-Semitism. The events 
of those years could only confirm the 
decision be was keeping deep in his 
soul. 

After Stalin’s death, during the 
period of relative liberalization in 
the Soviet Union, be made a brfllant 
career in science.

JEWISH DEMOGRAPHIC TRENDS IN U.S. 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - There are sound reasons 
why few North Americans emigrate 
to Israel and why many of them 
(including those receiving such fine 
publicity at present) will return to 
the Diaspora. North Americans can- 
not possibly know what life is like 
here 'unless they have lived here 
before. They are certainly nor pre- 
pared for the lifestyle changes by the 
shlihim. Life here can be very 
difficult and, for the North Amer- 
ican, almost impossible. 

On the personal side, in the U.S. 
and in Canada, I was a respected 
physician and Zionist. I had no wor- 
ries about feeding my family. Here I 
am a senior physician working in 
a hospital, “well respected” as all 
physicians are here and receiving a 
salary commensurate with that re- 
spect and esteem. Today’s Jerusalem 
Post reported that, according to the 
Bureau of Statistics, a family of four 
needs IS990,000 to purchase its 
monthly basket of goods and ser- 
vices. We are a family of six and my 
base salary is IS504,000; my wife 
earned IS200.000 last month. How 
are we to survive? I do not know. It is 
a struggle to make ends meet. 

How can we expect North Amer- 
icans or other olim to make it finan- 
cially? Love of Zion is important, 
but one must also live. North Amer- 
icans have come to expect more from 
life than just subsisting. Either we 
start being more realistic in our 
approach to Immigrants (and actual- 
ly discourage them from coming) , or 
we begin to search for ways of chang- 
ing fundamental values here.

Sir, - In your August 11 edition, 
Leonard Fine questions the validity 
of the facts in my article, “Blindness 
to tomorrow” (June 26), which 
asserts that Jews are losing a critical 
race against a shrinking demog- 
raphic base. His sweeping gener- 
alizations lead the reader to antici- 
pate hard-core facts, but these are 
sorely lacking. 

The observations I made are not 
only based on my contacts with Jew- 
ish young men and women on the 60 
to 70 U.S. college campuses I have 
visited in the last two to three years, 
but they also correspond to the find- 
ings of two world-renown demog- 
raphers, Professor U.O. Schmefa, 
Division of Jewish Demography and 
Statistics at the Institute of Contem- 
porary Judaism at Hebrew Universi- 
ty, and Professor Sergio Della Per- 
gola, Department of Sociology, 
Brown University, who, in an article 
entitled “The demographic consequ- 
ences of U.S. Jewish population 
trends,” ( American Jewsh Year- 
book , 1983), concluded that “the 


balance of the internal population 
dynamics of U.S. Jewry may already 
be slightly negative, and, despite 


immigration, is expected to become 
overtly i 


ly negative in the foreseeable 
future. Moreover, this quantitative 
problem is dosely linked to qualita- 
tive problems prevalent in large sec- 
tions of American Jewry with regard 
to the maintenance and transmission 
of Jewish identity.” 

Just one noteworthy statistic is 
that of the 435.000 Jewish' students 
on a variety of U.S. college campus, 
only about 1300 are enrolled in a 
semester or year study programme 
in Israel per year, according to the 
Office of the Student Authority.

AND THEN the time came to 
announce his decision. In November 
1971, Alexander Lerner and his 
family applied for exit visas to Israel. 
Lerner's example inspired many 
prominent scientists and artists and. 
thus, initiated a new wave of Jewish 
emigration from the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet authorities soon real- 
ized the power of Lerner's example. 
Lerner was (fiamssed from both insti- 
tutes, deprived of all his posts and 
memberships in scientific societies, 
and denied the right to publish his 
sdentific works. From the moment 
of his dismissal until the day be 
reached retirement age, he was dep- 
rived of all means of subsistence. 

But persecution did not frighten 
Alexander Lerner or force him to 
renounce h is desire to leave the 
Soviet Union. Excluded from Soviet 
society. he devoted himself totally to 
Soviet Jewry’s struggle for the right 
to go to Israel. 

He wrote letters and appealed to 
Soviet and international organiza- 
tions, took part in Jewish activities,' 
helped other Jews who wanted to 
leave. 

In tiie autumn of 1971, Professor 
Lerner organized the first sdentific 
seminar for Jewish refusenik- 
sden fists in his apartment. His semi- 
nar became the model for others in 
science, Jewish history and Jewish 
culture, organized by refuseniks 
elsewhere. 


LERNER HAS made a great con- 
tribution in mobilizmgworid public 
opinion on behalf of Jewish emigra- 
tion frefin the Soviet Union. He has 
met wfth U.S. Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy ^former Vice-President Walter 


Mandate, many U.S. congressmen , 
and legislators and public figures 
from other countries. 

During the 1970s. tens of 
thousands of Jews received permis- 
sion to emigrate to Israel. Soviet 
authorities continued to refuse to 
grant Lerner an exit visa and con- 
tinued harrassing him. In 1977. a 
letter by the KGB provocateur 
Lipavsky was published in the Soviet 
newspaper Izvestiya, calling Alexan- 
der Lerner “the leader of an espion- 
age nest.” Shortly thereafter Ler- 
ner’s dosest friends and associates - 
Anatoly Scharansky. Vladimir Sle- 
pak and Ida Nudel - were arrested. 
Only old age and poor health saved 

Lerner from arrest. 

The imprisonment and exile of his 
friends forced him to devote the 
major part of his activity to the 
straggle for their release. 

In 1981, on the eve of the 10th 
anniversary of his first refusal, his 
wife, Judith, passed away. 

Despite his grief, he persisted in 
his str uggl e. As before, he did his 
best to help others leave the country 
and to obtain his own exit visa. 

In September 1985 Lerner marked 
his 72nd birthday and in November 
he will mark his 14th anniversary as 
refusenik. Even today, in spite of his 
poor health and continuing threats 
and persecution by Soviet officials, 
he has not ceased his efforts to come 
to Israel. , 

...What is the secret of this man's 
strength? Where does he get his 
courage and hope? 

His vitality steins from the know- 
ledge that the struggle of Soviet 
Jews, to which be has devoted him- 
self, has scored a partial victory in 
.that more than a quarter of a million 
Jews have already left. Among them 
are many friends, relatives, his 
daughter and granddaughters, who 
long ago became citizens of Israel. 

For Lerner’s birthday, his friends 
throughout the world wish him 
good health and continued courage. 

We sincerely hope that in the near 
future be will finally be able to leave 
the Soviet Union and find himself in 
the arms of h is daughter, grand- 
daughters and friends.
